$2 billion more proposed for public works projects 


A spark of hope flickered for Lompoc's 
proposed public works projects which 
were rejected for funding by the federal 
government last week 
House Democratic leaders today 
proposed giving state and local govern­ 
ments throughout the nation at least $2 
billion more for the projects, designed to 
create jobs in the construction industry. 
Rep. Jim Wright of Texas, the new 
House Democratic leader, said legisla­ 
tion for this purpose will be introduced 
when the new Congress convenes Tues­ 
day and he hopes it will pass within a few 
months. 


Wright said the bill would “at least” 
double an (misting $2 billion emergency 
public works jobs program which 
Congress enacted during its last session 
over President Ford’s veto. 
He indicated the additional amount 
could be as large as $4 billion, but the ex­ 
act amount will be worked out between 
Democratic leaders and President-elect 
Jimmy Carter in a meeting scheduled 
for next week on the size and shape of an 
overall "p ack age” of economic 
stimulants. Wright said the public works 
jobs would be only one part. 
As in the present program, the public 


works money would be for projects 
which are far enough along that local 
governments could start them within 90 
days. 
The existing program became the 
center of new controversy this week. The 
U.S. Conference of Mayors said not 
enough of the money is going to big cities 
with high unemployment and too much is 
going to small communities less in need. 
For example, the mayors’ group said, 
Palm Desert, Calif., is getting $2 million 
while Pittsburgh, Phoenix, Seattle, 
Toledo, Chattanooga and Oklahoma City 
get none. 
Showers break 
drought in state 


Scattered light showers dropped a 
quarter to a third of an inch of rain on 
Lompoc and Santa Ynez valleys and up 
to one inch elsewhere in Santa Barbara 
County. 
There was .31 of an inch at the City of 
Lompoc s recording point ; .28 of an inch 
was recorded by the county flood con­ 
trol's telemetry gauge at Lompoc 
Municipal Court, .40 of an inch was 
recorded by the Solvang Municipal 
Improvement District; and .60 of an inch 
was recorded in Ballard. 
The amounts raised the season total in 
Lompoc to 4.90 inches compared to 1.06 
last year at this time , and in Santa Ynez 
Valley to 7.50 inches compared to 1.10 in­ 
ches last year at this time. 
County hydrologist Phil Holland 
reported .61 of an inch in Santa Maria 
and one inch at San Marcos Pass, north 
of Santa Barbara. 
The storm dumped nearly an inch of 
rain in some parts of the San Francisco 
Bay area and it was snowing in the 
Sierra Nevada, where bare ground has 
kept ski resorts from operating. 
Forecasters said they expected enough 
snow for skiing by New Year’s. 


Rain also fell throughout the Central 
Valley, dropping .17 inch in Fresno, 
bringing relief for farmers, and it was 
expected to continue moving south. 
“It’s good, but we'll need a whole lot 
more for it to give us any benefit,” said 
George Tucker of the federal-state Crop 
and Livestock Reporting Service in 
Sacramento. 
“Until and unless we get some heavy 
snow in the mountains agriculture in the 
valley is in trouble,” said a spokesman 
for the Fresno County Farm Bureau. 
“This storm is a good sign that more will 
come and hopefully bring mow to the 
mountains. We just hope the storms keep 
up.” 
Travelers’ warnings were posted in the 
Sierra Nevada passes and motorists 
were advised to carry chains. 
Tucker said oat and barley farmers 
are now planting their crops, and “a 
good rain during planting is always help­ 
ful.” He said small grain farmers have 
been severely hit by the drought because 
they depend on rainfall, rather than 
irrigation. 
The rainfall also will be good for graz­ 
ing land, agriculture spokesmen said. 
Chinese leaders 
quell uprising 


HONG KONG (UPI) - The Chinese 
leadership, with the aid of military units, 
has put down serious disturbances in the 
industrial city of Paoting, a former 
provincial capital about IOO miles south 
of Peking, dispatches from the Chinese 
capital reported today. 
A Peking dispatch of the West German 
news agency DPA said organized bands 
raided ammunition depots and es­ 
tablished a ‘lebel rule’ in Paoting. 1116 
report said they looted, raped and blew 
up factories in that industrial city. 
The rebels are said to be supporters of 
the ousted “ gang of four.” the radical 
group led by Chiang Ching, the widow of 
Mao Tse-tung. 
Paoting. with an estimated 500.000 pop­ 
ulation, used to be the capital of the 
province of Hopeh. It lies on China's im­ 
portant north-south railway line. 
The DPA dispatch, quoting reports 
reaching Peking, said the city has been 
in a virtual state of emergency for many 
months 
Army units that went into action had to 
dismantle barriers behind which the 
rebels had taken cover, the reports 
said. 
It was the first report of unrest in 
China's northern provinces. 
An Australian newspaper dispatch 
from Peking said the violence in Paoting 
had threatened the security of the 
Chinese capital 
More snow, bitter cold 
dominate nation's weather

More snow and persistent bitter cold 
dominated the weather scene today in 
the Northeast and the Midwest creating 
widespread traffic problems, including 
stalling an Amtrak train overnight in 
Galesburg, 111. 
The train, the San Francisco Zephyr, 
westbound from Chicago to Oakland, 
Calif., got stuck because of “ multiple 
problems.” frigid weather and “flat 
spots" on the engine wheels, an Amtrak 
spokesman said. 
He said Amtrak also has a shortage of 
locomotives in the Midwest because of 
the severe winter. 
The stalled train was kept heated and 
the 350 passengers suffered no other dis­ 
comfort than the delay. 
In contrast to the snow in the North, 
California had its first rains Wednesday 
night and today, treated as good news in 
the drought-stricken state. 
In the mountains it was snow — so far 
a rare commodity in the West Coast 
states this winter where many ski 
resorts have been unable to open for the 
season because of lack of snow. 
It was winter in earnest in New 


In coastal California, the opposite 
situation appeared to be true, triggering 
criticism in the other direction. Lompoc 
City Administrator Gene Wahlers and 
Mayor E.C. Stevens both expressed Ut­ 
ter disappointment that so much effort 
had gone into the four local applications 
for funds only to have them all turned 
down. 
The bulk of California’s $250 million 
allocation of the initial $2 billion went to 
projects in metropolitan Los Angeles and 
San Francisco. Only three non­ 
metropolitan projects on the coast 
between Los Angeles and San Francisco 


were funded, it was reported. 
Local officials were not available for 
comment on the development today in 
Washington. 


Rep. Robert A. Roe, D-N.J., chairman 
of a House public works subcommittee 
on the subject, said some of the mayors’ 
criticism is “ legitimate” and he will 
propose changes when more money is 
handed out. 
Wright said he has spoken with Carter 
about more public works money and the 
president-elect favors it. He said the new 
speaker, Thomas P. O’Neill Jr., a 


majority of the House Democratic Steer­ 
ing and Policy Committee and the 
Republican leadership in the House 
agree. 
The Economic Development Ad­ 
ministration got $24 billion in applica­ 
tions for the first $2 billion in public 
works money, and the new money would 
go to some but not all of those applica­ 
tions turned down. 
Wright estimated each $2 billion in the 
program produces about 900,000 jobs — 
150,000 of them on construction sites and 
the rest indirectly. 


The reports of a rebellion followed a 
charge made in the official Peking 
People's Daily that Mao’s widow and her 
political allies tried to get a base of 
military power in China by wresting con­ 
trol of local militia units from the 
regular army. 
The article said the plot to grab control 
of the local militia was carried on 
starting in 1967 by Chang Chun-Chao, a 
close associate of Madame Chiang. He 
was vice premier until his arrest in Oc­ 
tober. 
In Shanghai, where the “gang of four” 
had a strong base of power. it was able to 
seize weapons from the regular troops 
and have them transferred to the militia, 
Peoples Daily said. It said the “ gang of 
four” made Shanghai a trouble spot for 
the Peoples Liberation Army for several 
years. 
The Sydney Morning Herald said 
reports reaching Peking indicate that 
armed groups supporting the ousted 
“ gang of four” and opposing Chairman 
Hua Kuo-feng robbed banks, raided am­ 
munition factories, grain stores and 
shops, hijacked military vehicles and 
blew up factories in Paoting. 
They sabotaged telecommunications 
and railway lines, arbitrarily arrested 
their opponents, raped women and built 
secret arms caches with stolen or 
manufactured explosives, the reports 
said.

Brezhnev willing 
to meet Carter 


MOSCOW (UPI) - Soviet leader 
Leonid Brezhnev says he is willing to 
hold a summit meeting with President­ 
elect Jimmy Carter — provided there is 
progress in negotiations for a new 
strategic arms limitation agreement. 
Brezhnev discussed the possible sum­ 
mit in a reply to written questions sub­ 
mitted by J. Kingsbury Smith, national 
editor of Hears! Headline Service. 
The text of the interview, consisting of 
three questions and answers, was 
carried Wednesday night by Tass, the of­ 
ficial news agency, and read on national 
television news. 
The Soviet leader called successful 
conclusion of the Strategic Arms Limita­ 
tion Talks the single “ most important 
thing” for improved Soviet-American 
relations and world peace in 1977. 
Apparently parrying a reported CIA 
estimate that the Soviet Union may be 
seeking military superiority rather than 
parity with the United States, Brezhnev 
pledged, “ the Soviet Union does not 
threaten anyone and is not going to at­ 
tack anyone.” 
Asked if he would welcome an oppor­ 


tunity for an early meeting with Carter 
in 1977, Brezhnev said, “ Experience, in­ 
cluding the experience of Soviet- 
American relations, has shown the 
usefulness and fruitfulness of summit 
meetings when each of the participants 
seeks a constructive businesslike 
dialogue. 
“Therefore,” he said, “we want such 
meetings to continue.” 
Brezhnev said the date for a summit 
“will be decided naturally by mutual 
agreement and depending on progress in 
corresponding questions.” 
Western diplomatic sources said the 
“corresponding questions” meant SALT. 
The current SALT I agreement is due 
to expire in October. Negotiations on 
SALT ll. based on the accord Brezhnev 
and President Ford reached at 
Vladivostok in 1974, were stalled by the 
U S presidential campaign. 
Brezhnev, who had been expected to 
meet with Ford in Washington or some 
other site in the West on conclusion of 
the Salt II negotiations, has made no 
secret of his disappointment over the 
delay.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The U.S. Ap­ 
peals Court has raised the possibility of 
lower first class mail rates and higher 
levies for other types of mail. 
In a 69-page unsigned opinion, the 
court vetoed the method used by the U S 
Postal Rate Commission for setting the 
10-cent rate for first class mail that was 
in effect from March. 1974, through 
December, 1975. A footnote mentioned 
that the method used to calculate the 
current 13 cent rate was “significantly 
similar.” 
Since the 10-cent rate is no longer in ef­ 
fect the court did not order any rate 
changes. The National Association of 
Greeting Card publishers, which won the 
ruling, is challenging the 13-cent stamp 
rates as well. 
Asked what would happen to postage 
rates, a U S Postal Service spokesman 
said today, “ we are currently studying 
the decision.” 
The panel said the Postal Service 
failed to direct the court’s attention to 
rate matters that came up after the 10- 
cent stamp case was argued, an action 
“difficult to explain and hard to excuse.” 
Specifically, the court found that the 
five-member Postal Rate Commission 
and the Postal Service did not follow a 
1970 law, which requires every class of 
mail to bear all direct and indirect postal 
cost attributable to it, plus the portion of 
other costs “ reasonably assignable” to 
it. 
The commission attributed about 50 
per cent of the service’s total costs 
directly to lower classes of mail, such as 
second-class mailings of newspapers and 
magazines, third-class direct mail 
advertising and parcel post. 
Much of the remaining costs were 
placed on first class mail, and the court 
said a far higher percentage of total 
costs should have been attributed to the 
various classes 


The court said it had no duty to support 
any one calculation, calling it “a matter 
for agency expertise.”

Train was investigating the spill of 138,500 gallons of oil into the 
Delaware River south of Philadelphia Wednesday by the Liberian- 
registered tanker Olympic Games.

Ex-mental patient slain by 
officers; six hostages free 


HAYSVILLE, Kan. (UPI) - 
Deputies hiding behind a pickup 
truck shot and killed a heavily 
armed former mental patient 
Wednesday and freed six 
hostages unharmed from a 
south-central Kansas home. 
Police identified the dead 
man as Larry Lear, 30, who had 
“ a case history of this type of 
thing.” 
Haysville Police Chief Jack 
Murry said two policemen fired 
simultaneously through the 
glass front door of the house to 
kill Lear. Both shots struck 
Lear in the heart. 
Murry said the decision to 
free the hostages by force was 
made because officers decided 
Lear intended to kill them. 
One police officer, George 
Jameson, suffered a minor 
head wound from a shotgun 
pellet fired by Lear. Jameson 
was treated at a hospital and 
released 
Lear’s girlfriend, Lonnie 
Bean, who was standing near 
him, was splattered with blood. 


She was taken to a Wichita 
hospital, suffering from shock. 
None of the hostages was in­ 
jured during the nine hours 
Lear kept them in the house. 
“ It all started as some kind of 
argument earlier in the day,” 
Murry said. 
Police said Lear went to the 
John Homek home and threat­ 
ened Mrs. Homek and five 
children in the house. Murry 
said Lear’s former wife, who 
was not identified, was a sister 
of Homek. 
The first six hostages were 
released when three police of­ 
ficers, Lear’s girlfriend and 
two other persons volunteered 
to take their places in the small 
two-story house. The officers 
agreed to enter the house un­ 
armed to negotiate with Lear. 
The six hostages, who were 
with Lear when he was shot, in­ 
cluded Sedgwick County She­ 
riff Johnny Darr, Wichita 
police Lts. Harry Minor and 
Bernard Derwatski, attorney 
Warner Eisenbise. Miss Bean

Lear was armed with a pistol, 
a rifle and shotgun. Minor, who 
was an acquaintance of Lear, 
acted as go-between.

Russia already may have match 
for Tomahawk, Jane's reports 


LONDON (U P I) - The 
Soviet Union may already have 
a weapon to match the U.S. 
Navy’s highly sophisticated 
Tomahawk cruise missile, the 
authoritative Jane’s Weapons 
Systems said today. 


Three Soviet missiles, about 
which very little is known in the 
West, could be “ the answer to 
T o m ah aw k ” 
and co u ld 
‘‘threaten the delicate strategic 
balance," the reference book’s 
editor said. 


The Tomahawk missile, capa­ 
ble of being launched from a 
submarine torpedo tube, can 
cruise at low levels for 2,000 
nautical miles and deliver a 
nuclear or conventional war­ 
head with an accuracy of a few 
yards 


A nuclear submarine can 
carry up to 20 Tomahawks and 
the United States eventually ex­ 
pects to have 90 such attack 
subs, the publication said. 
“ It could well be that the 
Russians are working on a 
similar weapon,” editor Ron 
Pretty said in the 1977 edition of 
the Jane’s publication, which 
goes on sale Friday. 


“ Russia and the U.S. have 
been jockeying for position for 
the past 12 months in prepara­ 
tion for the next round of 
(Strategic Arms Limitation 
Talks) 
negotiations,” Pretty 
said. 


The Tomahawk “ was thought 
likely to be the major bone of 
contention” in the new SALT 
talks. 


“ However, it could well be 
that the Russians are working 
on a similar weapon,” Pretty 
said. 
“ Very little more unclas­ 
sified information has emerged 
about Russia’s mysterious SS- 
NX 13 missile or their two other 
new weapons, the 3S-NX 17 and 
18." Pretty said. 
“ As yet, nothing is known of 
their probable operation roles 
“ Could these be the answer to 
Tomahawk?” he asked, 
If so, these Soviet missiles 
could “ threaten the delicate 
strategic balance as the five- 
year period of ‘frozen’ long 
range missile levels agreed 
between America and Russia 
under the terms of SALT I 
come to an end in October, 
1977,” the publication said.

In the eight days since the 
eight Communists were arrest­ 
ed on c.iarges of leading an il­ 
legal political organization, a

Carrillo” campaign has staged 
numerous street protests which 
resulted in police intervention. 


Slow mail 


CAIRO (UPI) — Israel is at­ 
tempting to obstruct the 
Geneva Middle East peace con­ 
ference but eventually will have 
to participate, Egyptian Presi­ 
dent Anwar Sadat said in an in­ 
terview published today. 
Sadat also said he was 
prepared to cooperate with 
President-elect Jimmy Carter 
in working out an Arab-Israeli 
settlement and to meet Soviet 
leader Leonid Brezhnev to im­ 
prove strained Egyptian-Soviet 
relations. 
In the wide-ranging interview 
published by Cairo’s Al Ahram 
newspaper and Beirut’s Al 
Sayyad weekly magazine, Sadat 
said: 


“ Israel has no alternative but 
to participate in the peace con­ 
ference to make peace... But 
Israel is placing obstacles... 
Eventually, she will have to 
join the conference, because 
she no longer has the (military) 
superiority or arrogance. The 
legend of the invincible Israeli 
soldier is fallen, and Israel will 
have to go to Geneva.” 


He did not spell out the Israeli 
“ obstacles,” but called the 
Geneva talks the “ last battle of 
the Arab-Israeli conflict. Sadat 
sa id 
h is 
a g re e m e n t 


with Syrian President Hafez 
Assad to set up a joint political 
command for their two coun­ 
tries was part of preparations 
for a resumption of the Geneva 
conference. 
Sadat said he was “ very op­ 
timistic” about the role of the 
Carter administration in Mid­ 
dle East peace efforts and 
termed the appointment of 
Cyrus Vance as secretary of 
state “ very encouraging.” 
He also urged the Palestinian 
guerrilla movement, defeated 
in Lebanon’s civil war, to set up 
a provisional government-in- 
exile. 
Asked about the possibility of 
an Israeli pre-emptive strike, 
Sadat said: “ An Israeli mili­ 
tary strike is possible, and any 
Arab who does not prepare 
himself for it is not worthy of 
his position. This is part of our 
calculations, and we are always 
prepared for it.” 
Sadat said “there is a great 
possibility” Israel may have 
nuclear weapons and it would 
“ shoulder the consequences” 
for any attack on Egypt. 
“ If Israel takes such action, I 
have made calculations to 
retaliate, or else I would be lax 
in defending my country,” he 
said He did not elaborate 


VAIL, Colo. (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Ford pondered today deci­ 
sions on an amnesty for Viet­ 
nam d ra ft e v a d e rs and 
deserters, lifting federal con­ 
trol on gasoline prices and rais­ 
ing the pay of congressmen, 
federal judges and government 
executives. 
Ford faced those and other 
decisions on the 12th day of a 
two-week skiing vacation. The 
President told reporters at the 
foot of Vail’s 10-acre skiing 
mountain Wednesday, when 
asked if the amnesty decision 
would come within a week or 
so, “ I think that’s a fair time 
span.” 
Ford said he did not believe 
he would have reconsidered the 
amnesty program if Mrs. Janie 
Hart, whose husband, Sen. 
Philip Hart, died on the day 
after Christmas, had not asked 
him to. 
“ She made a specific request 
as the widow of a dear friend of 
mine and at her request I 
thought it would be appropriate 
to do so," Ford said. 
He said his decision on 
whether to grant the amnesty 
would follow his judgment of its 
effect on m ilitary morale, 
public opinion and “ equity” to 
21,000 Americans who cleared 
their Vietnam records by per­ 
forming “ alternative service” 
under his 1974 clem ency 
program 
He said it w as a good 
program. “ I regret that many, 
many m ore did not p a r­ 
ticipate,” he said. 


Asked about lifting gasoline 
controls, Ford said, “ it is 
highly likely.” Aides have 


recommended he abolish feder­ 
al controls before he leaves of­ 
fice. 
A White House spokesman 
said removal of the controls 
would not effect gas pump 
prices immediately, since the 
fuel is currently being sold at 
less than the permitted limit. 
Asked about the pay raises, 
recommended by a presidential 
advisory commission earlier 
this month, the President did 
not indicate to reporters wheth­ 
er he would grant them. 
He left open the possibility he 
would let Jimmy Carter make 
the decision on taking office 
next month. 
Ford later told reporters that 
earlier Wednesday he approved 
a return of American financial 
contributions to UNESCO, the 
U N. economic, social and 
cultural body. The United 
States had withheld funds due 
to the group’s action against 
Israeli participation. 
Ford s decision sent some $97 
million to UNESCO, $42 million 
in funds withheld earlier arni 
the rest for future spending 
The United States is the 
major contributor to UNESCO 
and the withholding, while 
UNESCO-Israeli relations were 
repaired, dented the organiza­ 
tion’s activity.

George McGovern says Jimmy 
Carter’s new cabinet could 
have been put together, for the 
most part, by Richard Nixon 
He said the Cabinet repre­ 
sents no real break with the

‘ W ell, m aybe it ’ s in­ 
evitable."

M embers of the 
cabinet, whether in Democratic 
or Republican administrations, 
have been selected, pretty 
much, from the same group of 
individuals." 
He added “ I had thought that 
in view of impact of Watergate, 
in view of the disillusionment 
over Vietnam, and in view of 
the nature of Gov. Carter’s own 
bid for the presidency, that 
perhaps this time we would see 
a more definite change in the 
composition of the cabinet. 
“ But this is the kind of a 
cabinet that could have been 
picked by Nelson Rockefeller or 
Lyndon Johnson or, for the 
most part. Richard Nixon,” he

Government erred on ground bone 
ruling, meat industry declares 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
government made a mistake in 
not sounding out public opinion 
before permitting the produc­ 
tion of meats containing bits of 
ground bone, an industry 
spokesman says. 
In the future, said President 
Richard Lyng of the American 
Meat Institute, the Agriculture 
Department should go through 
formal “ rule making” proce­ 
dures — providing for public 
review and comment — before 
authorizing significant new 
developments in food proces­ 
sing. 
The deboned meat flap began 
earlier this year when proces­ 
sors got the department s 
production go-ahead in the form 
of temporary manufacturing 
regulations for such products as 
hot dogs, luncheon meats, chili 


and pizza. 
A court challenge by consum­ 
er groups led to an injunction 
against the regulation, which 
was issued without advance 
public review, and the depart­ 
ment ordered production of the 
meats halted on Sept. 14. 
Lyng em p h asized at a 
Wednesday news conference he 
believes the “ deboned meat” is 
healthful and that the produc­ 
tion suspension should be lifted. 
“ In a world of dwindling 
resources and increasing popu­ 
lation, it is imperative that we 
be thrifty with our food supply. 
Mechanical deboning offers an 
opportunity to save millions of 
pounds of good meat... that is 
now wasted,” he said. 
But Lyng, who served as as­ 
sistant agriculture secretary 
from 1968 through early 1973 


and supervised meat inspection 
activities, pointed out that the 
d ep artm en t’s attem pt to 
authorize use of mechanical 
deboning without formal rule­ 
making “ was a mistake.” 


“ For one thing, it led the in­ 
dustry to invest tens of millions 
of dollars in equipment which 
now is sitting idle,” he said. But 
also, he added, today’s climate 
of consumer activism means 
government officials must pay 
more attention to advance con­ 
sultations than was necessary 
in earlier years. 


The meat is made by crushing 
bales with attached meat frag­ 
ments to rescue protein lost in 
traditional hand deboning. The 
crushed material is then sieved 
to remove most, but not all, of 
the powdered bone.

her father was innocent: “ I 
have all the evidence to defend 
my father and prove what I’m 
saying.” 


She added, “ Do you think M. 
de Brogue would have been 
killed on our doorstep if my 
father had been the instigator 
of all that?” 


Hie arrested plainclothes­ 
man, Guy Simonet, was quoted 
by police as saying that he 
himself had a stake in de 
Broglie's death because he 
owed de Broglie $24,000. 


“ With all due regard for the

Calif., and pulled up 
at Galesburg, 170 miles to the 
southwest, shortly after mid­ 
night. 
“ The problems were multi­ 
ple,” said an Amtrak spokes­ 
man in Washington. He said 
because of the bitterly cold 
weather in the Midwest, “ we’re 
having a severe shortage of 
locomotives.” 
He said that caused the delay 
in Chicago, getting four locomo­ 
tives for the train, three with 
steam generators necessary for 
heating the train. 
“ When it got to Galesburg, 
the engineer reported he had 
flat spots on the wheels of three 
of the locomotives.” he said 
The flat spots, he explained. 
were just what they sounded — 
patches on the metal wheels 
which had flattened out 
The locomotives will be 
replaced, the spokesman said, 
and the train expected to 
resume its westward progress 


by midmorning. Train officials 
estimated it will reach Denver 
12 hours late. 
The spokesman said 67 of the 
passengers elected to board two 
buses which departed at 4:55 
a rn. and headed for Denver, 
dropping passengers off along 
the way. 
The other passengers, about 
280. rem ained aboard the 
heated train where they were 
served meals, the spokesman 
said.

(UPI) - Along a lonely stretch 
of road in a wooded area near 
the Finnish border modern-day 
highwaymen lurk behind the 
trees — but these bandits are 
more interested in bubble gum 
than gold. 
According to Western di­ 
plomats who travel often by car 
to nearby Finland, Soviet teen­ 
age “ bubble gum bandits” are 
trying to force Western cars to 
stop by scrambling out of the 
woods and standing in the mid­ 
dle of the road. 
“ There have been a number 
of instances where up to six 
youths in a gang line across the 
road and dare you to run them 
down," one diplomat said 
Wednesday. 
“ If you do slow down, they 
usually ask for gum or other 
Western items ” 
Diplomats said the incidents 
occur about 85 miles northwest 
of Leningrad on a deserted 
stretch of road lined only with 
trees. 
“ We have dubbed them bub­ 
ble gum bandits,” a diplomat 
said. “ The first time you run 
into them you are surprised 
because you don’t know what 
they are going to do. The best 
thing is to keep on driving and 
hope they will get out of the 
way.” 
The diplomats said that if a 
f o r e i g n e r 
s l o ws 
down, 
members of the gang run up to 
his car and start banging on the 
windows and the fenders. 
“ That’s when you put on the 
gas,” said one. 
In another case, a teen-ager 


lay down in the middle of the 
road to halt a car driven by an 
official of a Western consulate 
The diplomats said the of­ 
ficial was forced to stop his car 
and was asked for bubble gum. 
They said the teen-agers 
probably thought their antics 
were “ an amusing sport, but no 
one wants to stop along a lonely 
road in the woods, and besides, 
some of them could get run 
over that way.” 
The favorite day for the 
“ raids” is usually Sunday, 
when the youths are not in 
school, the diplomats said

DEAR READERS 
There are thou­ 
sands of people in this country who are 
lingering as invalids in hospitals, institu­ 
tions and homes because the transplant 
organs they need are not available. 
These include kidneys, corneas, hearts, 
pituitary glands and other organs and tis­ 
sues that must be removed from acci­ 
dent victims quickly before oxygen star­ 
vation renders them useless. 
What most people do not know is that 
35 of the 50 states now use the driver’s 
license to identify organ donors. Under 
the Anatomical Gift Act, which provides 
the legal support for the driver’s license 
designation, people who are killed in 
traffic accidents may avoid dying in 
vain. 
The organ donor sticker form (or 
decal) in 35 states authorizes doctors to 
remove needed organs after the victim ’s 
death and to use those organs in 
transplant operations. 
Readers may learn the details of organ 
donation laws by writing the Motor Vehi­ 
cle Departments of their own states. 
They may write also to the National 
Kidney Foundation, 116 East 27th Street, 
New York, N Y. 10016. 
“Gift of Life” laws are relatively new. 
Their application through the driver’s 
license is increasing among all states. 
T h e u n iv e r s a l a d o p tio n o f th e 
Anatomical Gift Act (with its strict 
safeguards verifying that the donor is in 
fa ct dead b efo re organ s m ay be 
removed) would offer new hope to the 
country’s afflicted. 
I have personally “willed” my usable 
organs, and feel that nothing I could 
leave after my death will be of greater 
value.

French walnut cake 


Preheat oven to 350 degrees and have two 9 inch 
layer pans (9 x I Mi) buttered and lined with floured 
paper. 


3 large eggs 
1 Vt cup sugar *4 tsp. salt 
2 tsp vanilla 
I cup pulverized walnuts 
1 Mi cups flour 
2 tsp double-acting baking powder 
I * cup chilled heavy cream 


Beat eggs in electric mixer at high speed for 5 
minutes or more until real thick. (Use wire whip 
however for cream later.) Measure flour and baking 
powder in flour sifter. Whip cream until double in 
volume and it holds shape softly. Add to eggs, then 
flour and nuts, one fourth at a time, folding in the mix­ 
ture Put in pans, only fk full and place on middle rack 
of your oven 
Bake about 25 minutes and cool IO 
minutes before removing from pan 


Brandy Butter Filling 


1 egg 
3 tbsp cognac 
2 tbsp butter 
Mi tsp. cornstarch 
1 cup sugar 


Mix and add 2-4 more tbsp unsalted butter, lVk cup 
apricot jam and 3 tbsp sugar. Put in pan and boil for

Retired showman

Bill Benner, a 69-year-old 
retiree of Buellton who spent 
most of his life in show business 
walked into the Community Ac­ 
tion Commission Senior Citizen 
Center in Solvang a couple of 
months ago and asked director 
Shirly Denny, “What can I do to 
help?” 
M s. 
D enny 
q u ic k ly 
responded, “ You can go to work 
now ” 
And. Bill Benner has been on 
the job ever since and conducts 
the most regular business hours 
of any of the volunteers who 
give their time at the center. 
Benner answers the phone, 
helps with mail, attends special 
meetings, such as a recent 
Crime Prevention lecture, and 
gives short reports on what he 
has learned at the monthly din­ 
ner meetings of the Santa Ynez 
Valley Senior Advisory Council. 
B e c a u se of h is b ro a d 
background in the theatrical 
field, Benner has also been able 
to apply this knowledge and ex­ 
perience in helping the center 
become a more vital part of the 
community. 
In turn, it is Benner’s aim to 
impress upon the valley pop­ 
ulace as a whole the necessity 
for taking an interest in the 
large number of seniors in their 
midst 
“ We have a great many 
seniors living in the valley and 
a good many of them need help 
in many ways,” Benner com­ 
mented 
Benner is no newcomer to 
volunteer work Since retiring 
16 years ago after suffering a 
cardiac arrest, he was involved 
in the Southland area in giving 
his tim e to convalescent 
hospitals and both prison and 
juvenile work camps 
He and his wife of 43 years. 
Violet, moved to the Ranch 
Club Mobile Estates two years 
ago from Arcadia A native of 
Canada, he started in show 
business as a teen-ager and at 
the age of 21 was the manager 
of his own theater. During the 
years that followed he was 
deeply involved in the world of 
entertainm ent, owned and 
operated dance halls and for 
many years conducted both 
beauty and talent contests He 
counts a number of today s 
stars of television as among his 
“discoveries. ” 
Coming to the United States, 
he left the world of show 
business and became manager 
of a garden shop in a Sears 
store. That was his last job 
before retiring 
Noting that some funds for 
the operation of the center have 
been decreased this year due to 


government economies, Benner 
said only two people at the 
center are paid . Ms. Denny and 
bus driver Charles Ochoa The 
re m a in d e r of the c e n te r 
program is carried out by 
volunteers like Bill Benner. 
Benner says that contribu­ 
tions from friends of the center 
in the valley are sorely needed 
to help pay the printing cost of 
the monthly Senior News Notes 
which usually announces the 
date of the next free blood pres­ 
sure clinic, the next potluck 
dinner, home tour or special ex­ 
cursion to some out-of-town 
place, as well as information on 
the nutrition program and anec­ 
dotes and sketches of some of 
the people involved in the work 
of the center. 
Referring to the five-day-a- 
week luncheons offered through 
the nutrition program at a 
nominal cost, Benner said that 
despite the low cost, “ I heard of 
a lady a couple of weeks ago 
who could not afford to par­ 
ticipate because after she had 
paid her rent, her utilities and 
those ever-present medication 
bills out of her meager income, 
she had but $12 left. Happily, a 
good friend of the seniors paid a 
meal ticket for her and she is 


assured of at least five good 
nutritious meals a week.” 
Benner is of the opinion that 
“ there are plenty of individuals 
as well as organizations in this 
beautiful valley who, if they felt 
so motivated, could help our 
senior citizens ” 
He pointed out that not all of 
the seniors are dependent on 
others for aid, “but, I am sorry 
to say. many are and it seems 
that they are the last ones to 
receive help when needed the 
most." 
Benner said "they don’t send 
out appeals at the center. But 
since working here, I have 
come to realize what some of 
the needs are and how the 
center is trying to get along on 
whatever is available 
It is 
really a case of scratching the 
barrel all of the time " 
Contributions, he added may 
be sent to the Center at 517 At- 
terdag Road in Solvang. 
Benner is now busily engaged 
in arranging for the sponsorship 
by the center of its first swap 
meet which will be held Satur­ 
day. Jan 15 under the ramada 
at the picnic grounds of the 
Santa Ynez Indian Reservation 
Booths will be available to all 
organizations in the valley at a 
cost of $1 each Members of the 
Hand in Hand Guild of the 
center will sell cookies «*nd cof­ 
fee at the event.

Lynne Cox conquers 
Strait of Magellan 


PUNTA ARENAS, Chile (UPI) - 
California teen-ager Lynne Cox has 
become the first person to swim across 
the treacherous Strait of Magellan, the 
windswept icy passage connecting two 
oceans at the southern tip of South 
America. 
Miss Cox, 19, a student at the Univer­ 
sity of California at Santa Barbara and a 
veteran distance swimmer, took one 
hour, one minute and 29 seconds to cross 
the 2.6-mile strait Wednesday from the 
island of Tierra del Fuego to the South 
American mainland. 
She emerged from the 44-degree water 
‘‘completely healthy and wearing a 
smile of happiness,” one witness said. 


Miss Cox, of Los Alamitos, Calif., 
arrived Dec. 23 in this southern Chile 
city, only 700 miles north of Antarctica, 
accompanied by her trainer, John Son- 
nichsen. 
‘‘I had been told that the waters here 
were freezing” , she said. "It s not so 
much. The waters are a little cold, but 
that doesn’t scare a swimmer.” 
Miss Cox, who has made two transits 
across the English Channel, originally 
planned to swim the strait Tuesday, but 
delayed the trip because of high winds 
Conditions had improved Wednesday 


when she dove into the strait at Point 
Mendez, the southern terminus of the 2.6- 
mile-wide part of the strait known as the 
Primera Angustura (first narrows), but 
the weather deteriorated rapidly as she 
swam. 


At the halfway mark, the wind picked 
up and rain lashed the icy waters. But 
she needed no help from the motor boat 
that led the way, the rubber raft that 
trailed her carrying navy frogmen and a 
doctor, or the small Chilean navy ship, 
Elicra, standing by to offer additional 
help if necessary. 


When she stepped onto the South 
American mainland at Punta Delgada, 
she was greeted by a horde of reporters 
and well-wishers. 


The Strait of Magellan, winding for 
some 400 miles through the Barren 
Islands and headland connecting the 
Atlantic and Pacific Oceans at South 
America’s southern tip, was discovered 
in 1519 by Spanish explorer Ferdinand 
Magellan during the first expedition to 
sail around the world.

New York's fight game 
The Garden vs. Don King

NEW YORK (UPI) - A flock of holiday cards lay scat­ 
tered on the desk Among them was a letter addressed, "To 
all welterweight contenders. Madison Square Garden, New 
York.” Teddy Brenner reached for that one first and tore 
open the envelope. 


The letter writer began by giving his full name. 
"My fighting name is Tony," he went on. "I am ready to 
turn pro and will fight any one contender for IO rounds, three 
minutes each, with a good referee, and I will knock him out 
in five rounds Bye now, I have to run, and God love you 
The letter was from a patient in a midwestern mental 
institution 
Anytime anybody thinks of boxing., Madison Square 
Garden still is the first place he generally associates it with, 
despite the fact nearly six years have passed since the last 
heavyweight title fight was held there 
In a Sports Illustrated article written by Mark Kram. 
promoter Don King concludes boxing is pretty much dead in 
the Garden 
King says the Garden once was "the palace of boxing, but 
then asks how a black man like him, "a black nobody and an 
ex-con on top of it,” could come into New York and take over 
boxing if the Garden had been doing its job? One of the in­ 
dividuals he points at is matchmaker Teddy Brenner, whom 
King says hasn t changed with the times 
Teddy Brenner says he isn t upset with Don King, but 
listen to what else he says: 
“Don King is what we call an OPM operator He operates 
with Other Peoples’ Money, without caring whether the 
public buys the fight or not The Garden puts up all its own 
money and that’s the difference We won t compromise with 
quality. Don King will make any fight, providing it s with 
someone else s money. Since he’s been in the business, he 
has put together only one ‘original match — the one between 
George Formean and Muhammad All in Africa.” 
As for not keeping up with the times. Brenner has an 


answer for that also. 
“Lemme tell you wnat happened to the times,” he says. 
"What happened is that we were the only ones to cooperate 
with the U.S. tax department, which says 30 per cent of any 
foreign fighter’s purse must be withheld any time he fights 
in this country. We lived up to that, so the foreign fighters 
didn’t want to fight over here. They want us to pay THEIR 
taxes. King makes tax free deals only he can explain.” 
Brenner says foreign boxers have a habit of not living up to 
their word and that has hurt also. 
"Roberto Duran of Panama was an unknown when I 
brought him into the Garden,” says Brenner. "His manager 
vowed solemn allegiance to us if we d only give him a fight. 
We did. He came into the Garden and knocked out Bennie 
Huertas. I then convinced Ken Buchanan to defend his light- 
weight title in the Garden even though Duran was un­ 
ranked. 
"Duran stopped Buchanan in the 13th round and was sup­ 
posed to fight him again The contract was signed. It’s still 
signed, but Duran’s manager didn’t want to fight Buchanan 
again He wanted another non-title fight, so Duran fought 
Estaban Dejesus in the Garden and was beaten for the only 
loss of his career. Duran’s manager realized, in order to 
fight in the Garden you have to fight competition. He got 
mad at us, wouldn’t come to New York and fought a lotta 
humpty-dumpties. In his last fight, you know who Duran 
fought? One of his sparring partners.” 
Brenner ticked off some of King’s fights; Ali-Jean Pierre 
Coopman; Foreman-Scott LeDoux, Foreman-Dino Dennis; 
Ken Norton-Ron Stander and Norton-Pedro Levelle. 
"We don’t jn for those kind of fights,” says Brenner. 
“They’re not competitive. Norton fights Duane Bobick in the 
Garden March 2. That’s a competitive fight.” 
Two weeks ago, Brenner and King ran into each other. 
"With me selling the fights and you making; em, we 
wouldn’t be able to carry home all the money,” King said to 
Brenner. 
"I did very well for myself before you came around and I’ll 
be around long after you’re gone.” Brenner answered.

DALLAS (UPI) — There are several reasons the Houston 
Cougars went from a 2-8 club to a Southwest Conference co­ 
champion and Cotton Bowl host in one season.

Davis is symbolic of a club filled with people that were not highly 
recruited, but have gained confidence under one of the better con­ 
fidence builders around — Cougars’ Coach Bill Yeoman.

Flu shot program 
w o n 't be resum ed 


ATLANTA (U P I) - Federal 
health officials said Wednesday 
the massive $135 million nation­ 
al swine flu immunization 
program w ill not be resumed 
because “ significant evidence” 
links it with a rare form of 
paralysis. 


While officials would not flat­ 
ly say the program was dead, it 
appeared lifeless. Begun in Oc­ 
tober, the vaccination program 
readied only about 41 million 
p erso n s 
b e fo re 
it 
was 
suspended two weeks ago. 


Wednesday, Dr. David Sen- 
cer, director of the Center for 
Disease control, announced the 
13-member Advisory Commit­ 
tee on Immunization Practices 
agreed there was “ significant 
evidence of association be­ 
tween influenza vaccinations 
and the Guillain-Barre syn­ 
drome.” 


With that in mind, the com­ 
mittee voted unanimously to 
continue the moratorium begun 
when the incidence of the un­ 


usual paralysis first came to 
light. Sencer sa id . “ There would 
have to be a substantial amount 
of influenza around the country 
to justify resumption of the im­ 
munization program.” 


One con sultant to the 
committee, Dr. John Fox, an 
epidemiologist at the Univer­ 
sity of Washington, told the 
group “ it’s quite conceivable 
that we are looking at an effect 
of 
a ll 
im m u n o lo g ic a l 
procedures.” 


CDC officials were preparing 
a new, much more detailed 
questionnaire to circulate to 
physicians and health depart­ 
ments around the country, 
seeking all possible information 
on cases of Guillain-Barre syn­ 
drome. One of the questions to 
be asked is whether the victim 
received any other inoculations 
and if so. when. 
The committee did agree to 
let private physicians continue 
to vaccinate their patients 
against various forms of flu. 


providing the patient signed an 
informed consent paper. “ We 
do not think that very many 
physicians w ill want to do 
this,” Sencer said. 
Virtually no influenza of any 
type has been reported thus far 
in the winter, Sencer said, 
which is very unusual. “ We 
hope it will stay that way,” he 
added. 
CDC figures announced at the 
meeting showed that of the 
more than 41 million vaccinated 
in the program, 160 died — 
some of heart attacks within 
moments of getting the shot. 
Also there were 1,600 cases of 
non-fatal reaction to the vacci­ 
nation. At least 496 cases of 
Guillain-Barre syndrome — a 
condition, which heretofore has 
not been statistically recorded 
— have been reported since the 
Oct. I start of the vaccination 
program. There was a “ signifi­ 
cantly higher” rate of the 
paralysis among those vac­ 
cinated against flu compared to 
those not vaccinated. 


Credit agency agrees to end 
'harassing' collection methods 


Skid Row 
slasher 
convicted 


LOS A N G ELES (U P I) - For 
two months the “ Skid Row sl­ 
asher” spread terror in the 
c i t y ’s 
a lle y w a y s 
and 
flophouses, cutting the throats 
of nine men so deeply the winos 
he preyed on called him “ the 
head chopper" and sometimes 
drinking their blood. 


A Superior Court jury con­ 
cluded Wednesday that Vaughn 
Orrin Greenwood, a muscular 
33-year-old already under a pos­ 
sible life sentence for a string 
of violent crimes, was “ the sl­ 
asher.” 
Greenwood was found guilty 
on nine counts of murder — 
eight of the nine “ slasher” slay­ 
ings and one of two sim ilar kill­ 
ings a decade earlier. The jury 
deadlocked on the other two 
counts. 
The “ slasher" apparently 
killed as part of a strange 
ritual, which included drinking 
the blood of his victims. 


Entered in evidence at 
Greenwood’s trial were glasses 
which police technicians said 
had been filled with blood and 
drained. 


* Greenwood did not testify and 
no motive for the blood drinking 
was suggested. 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - In 
two moves that could make life 
a bit pleasanter for consumers, 
a big collection agency is 
promising to stop harassing 
debtors and the government 
says businesses must start giv­ 
ing written reasons for denying 
credit. 
The Federal Trade Commis­ 
sion announced Wednesday that 
National Account Systems, a 
Chicago-based collection com­ 
pany owned by Diners Club Inc. 
of New York, agreed to halt 
“ oppressive" 
debt-collection 
practices under threat of fines 
up to $10,000 for each violation. 
NAS signed a consent agree­ 
ment that does not acknowledge 
guilt but pledges to abandon the 
practice at issue. 
Also on Wednesday, the 
Federal Reserve Board adopted 
regulations to require financial 
institutions, airlines and other 
credit-card issuers to give writ­ 


ten reasons for denying credit 
to consumers, even if the denial 
is in connection with failure to 
pay or other delinquent actions 
of the creditor. 
Kenneth Donney, an FTC at­ 
torney in Los Angeles who 
handled the collection case, 
said the complaint charged that 
the company — armed with ex­ 
tensive illegally obtained infor­ 
mation on the consumer — used 
“ classic kinds of oppressive 
debt collector practices’’ such 
as threatening the person with 
jail if he or she failed to pay. 
“ I don't know if I would call it 
a landmark case, but I would 
say it s extremely significant in 
the area of invasions of privacy 
of consumers.” he said 
He said it is the first time the 
FTC has issued an order involv­ 
ing violations of the Fair Credit 
Reporting Act. which attempts 
to govern use of “ the big com­ 
puter in the sky.” 


It is also the first time the 
FTC has issued an order 
against a firm for obtaining in­ 
formation under false pre­ 
tenses under the act, Donney 
said. 
The FTC said Diners Club 
was not charged in the order, 
but is liable for violations of the 
ag re e m e n t 
by 
its 
sub­ 
sidiaries. 
The new Federal Reserve 
credit regulations set standards 
to prevent d iscrim ination 
against creditors because of ad­ 
vanced age or because they are 
on welfare, and allowing 
married persons to establish in­ 
dependent credit records even 
if all bills are paid by only one 
spouse 
The regulations based on 1976 
amendments to the Equal 
Credit Opportunity Act take ef­ 
fect March 23, and are substan­ 
tially those proposed by the 
board in November.

Americans smoking more cigarettes 
than ever despite health warnings 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - De­ 
spite doctor’s warnings and “ I 
Quit" campaigns. Americans 
today smoke more cigarettes 
than ever before. 
The Agriculture Department, 
in its latest report on the tobac­ 
co industry, said higher con­ 
sumer incomes and gains in 
adult population account for the 
fact that Americans smoked 620 
billion cigarettes in 1976 — 
almost 13 billion more than 1975 
and 84 billion more than 1970 
The trend shows no sign of sl­ 
owing. 
“ With further gains expected 
next year in population and con­ 
sumer spending, cigarette con­ 
sumption and output may rise 
further.” the department said 
But it said the trend “ toward 
iow-tar, low-nicotine cigarettes 


is expected to continue 
The increase in cigarette con­ 
sumption in not limited to the 
United States — it s worldwide 
The report estimated that 
over 3.5 trillion cigarettes were 
smoked worldwide in 1975 — a 
slight increase over the previ­ 
ous year and a gain of almost 
one trillion over the 1960- 64 
yearly average. 
In the United States, there 
also has been an increase in the 
production of chewing tobacco. 
This year’s output is estimated 
at 84 million pounds compared 
to less than 80 million two years 
ago. The production of snuff 
tobacco remained unchanged 
However, production and con­ 
sumption of small and large 
cigars as well as pipe tobacco 
all decreased this year. The 


biggest drop was in consump­ 
tion of large cigars — from 8.2 
billion at the beginning of this 
decade to just over 5.3 billion at 
the end of this year. 
America s cigarette produc­ 
tion in 1976 will reach an es­ 
timated 700 billion, of which 62 
billion was for export, 2 billion 
went to Puerto Rico and other 
U.S. possessions, and some IO 
billion (tax-exempt) went to 
A m e ric a n 
s e rv ic e m e n 
stationed overseas. 
The main importers of 
American cigarettes, in order 
of quantity, are Belgium- 
Luxembourg, Hong Kong, Neth- 
erland Antilles. Japan, Iran. 
Saudi Arabia, Spain, Kuwait, 
United Arab Em irates, Canary 
Islands. Syria. Lebanon and 
Panama.

Ford cars: pyres for profit?

The i m p o r t a n c e th a t 
aesthetics play in the life of a 
community cannot be stressed 
too often. The appearance of a 
city has a direct financial 
relationship to business and to 
property values. But of even 
greater importance is the ef­ 
fect that it has on humans— 
especially children. A pleasant 
environment is far more likely 
to produce loving, caring and 
responsible citizens than are 
slums and ghettos. Children 
who grow up in an area where 
day in and day out they are ex­ 
posed to black asphalt, dirty 
concrete, litter, noise and 
dingy skies, and whose human 
contacts are with frustrated 
and hostile people, just 
naturally grow up to be 
frustrated and hostile adults 
with little pride in themselves 
or their community. 
One of the city’s major 
problems continues to be van­ 
dalism. It is rampant in our 
parks, schools and public 
buildings. If the total effect of 
vandalism were ever properly 
identified we might be ap­ 
palled at its cost. It may well 
be among the highest cost 
items in operating and main­ 
taining public facilities. How 
does one instill a sense of pride 
in another human? Perhaps 
each of us—as parent, friend 
or associate—should decide to 
do our part whenever and 
wherever we see the need. 
Obviously the economic pic­ 
ture in this area as well as 
most of the nation is on the up­ 
swing though a high rate of un­ 
employment continues. Two 
important factors to be con­ 
sidered within the economic 
framework of this area are 
energy and the Space Shuttle 
program at Vandenberg Air 
Force Base. 
Throughout 1976 we have 
heard many cries of anger and 
frustration as people attempt 
to deal with the rapidly rising 
cost of utilities. Judging from 
all the data and information 
available at this time, we are 
not likely to see any leveling 
off nor decline in this trend for 
at least another decade. 
Citizens everywhere are going 
to have to steel themselves 
and grapple with the fact that 
utility rates are going to con­ 
tinue to rise as surely as will 
the sun.

WASHINGTON - Buried in secret 
files of the Ford Motor Company lies 
evidence that big auto makers have put 
profits ahead of lives. Their lack of con­ 
cern has caused thousands of people to 
die or be horribly disfigured in fiery car 
crashes. Undisclosed Ford tests have 
demonstrated that the 
big auto makers could 
have m ade sa fe r 
a u to m o b ile s 
by 
spending a few dollars 
more on each car. 
In most American- 
made cars, the fuel 
tanks are located 
behind the rear axle. 
In this exposed posi­ 
tion. a high-speed 
rear-end collision can 
cause the tank to ex­ 
plode, turning the car 
into a giant torch. 
Secret tests by Ford 
have shown that minor 
adjustments in the 
location of the fuel 
tank could greatly reduce the fiery 
danger. 
In March, 1967, Ford quietly tested an 
English Rover with the fuel tank abow 
the rear axle. The Rover was subjected 
to a 29-mile-an-hour collision with “no 
deformation, puncture or leakage of the 
fuel tank." 
In 1970, Ford repeated the test with its 
popular Mustang, relocating the tank 
over the axle. A 4.000-pound barrier was 
slammed against the car at 30 miles-per- 
hour, yet there was “no leakage from the 
fuel tank ... during impact.” 
A third test confirmed the life-saving 
conclusions. Auto safety consultant 
Byron Block demonstrated that a 1969 
Ford Galaxy with a safety fuel cell 
located forward of the rear axle could 
take a collision of up to 63 miles-per- 
hour. 
Some auto makers claim the fiery ac­ 
cidents represent only a small minority 
of all collisions and are not worth the 
cost of making fuel tank changes. Yet 
the victims of flaming crashes suffer the 
most. Often they are turned into living 
mummies, irreparably scarred. 
In the long run, the auto makers are 
saving little with this “cost-cutting.” 
Confidential Ford documents state that 
once the retooling and redesigning is 


conform. Ford executives also refused to 
share copies of their crash tests with us. 
General Motors insists that the fuel tank 
location is not the sole determining fac­ 
tor in rear-end collision safety. 
STRIKING OUT: We recently told of 
the bitter feud between the Justice 
Dept ,’s criminal division head, Richard 
Thornburgh, and the chiefs of the federal 
strike forces, which were set up as in­ 
dependent organized crime filte rs. 
Thronburgh felt the strike forces had 
become uncontrollable and were no 
longer effective. Therefore, he issued 
stricter investigative guidelines and 
brought some strike forces under the 
control of U.S. Attorneys. He also ap-

pointed Kurt Muellenberg, a veteran 
federal investigator, to run the strike 
forces, 
The strike force chiefs screamed that 
the guidelines would destroy their elite 
teams. Thornburgh, however, insisted 
that he was not out to kill the program. 
But an internal memo from Muellenberg 
to heads of the strike forces seems to 
signal a victory for Thornburgh. 


In the memo, Muellenberg says he has 
concluded that the restrictive guidelines 
“were appropriate (and) productive.” 
Moreover, he said the strike forces must 
observe “a high degree of interaction” 
with the U S. Attorneys.

Regular readers are aware of the fact 
that I take every available opportunity to 
put okra down, but one reader took the 
item seriously. 
Elinor J. Green, 
visiting friends in 
Lompoc on a vacation 
from Arizona, thought 
I really wanted a good 
okra recipe and, being 
the author of three 
cookbooks and work­ 
ing on her fourth, she 
just happened to have 
one available. 
(I will not debate the question as to 
whether there really is such a thing as a 
good okra recipe. To each his own.) 
Anyway, in case there are okra fans 
out there who want to know what to do 
with the stuff besides sneer at it, here's 
Mrs. Green’s recipe: 
“Thaw a package of whole okra (I find 
this more dependable than fresh). In a 
saucepan, put two tablespoons of olive 
oil, heat and fry until limp one-fourth cup 
of chopped onions. Add okra, cut in half, 
and saute, stirring about five minutes. 
Add a cut up large tomato. Season with 
one teaspoon of salt, two tablespoons of 
brown sugar, one teaspoon of paprika 
and a quarter teaspoon of curry powder. 
Stir to mix well, cover and cook on low 
heat about a half hour.” 


Speaking of food, I never dreamed 
there were so many ways to serve rice as 
I encountered when I attended the 
Christmas International House potluck 
dinner at the home of Dick and Jeanne 
Dinkle in Mesa Oaks last Sunday. 
Each of the more than 40 students 
prepared a dish using a recipe from his

there were at least 20 dishes there in 
which rice was a key ingredient. 
To name a few, there was rice mixed 
with peas, cauliflower, a yellow sauce 
and possibly some other vegetables; 
there was brown rice, rice in red sauce, 
Spanish rice, rice curry, rice in a cas­ 
serole and lots of plain white rice for 
serving under another dish such as lamb 
curry, enchiladas, etc. 
Sixteen different countries are 
represented by the international stu­ 
dents, attending colleges and univer­ 
sities in the United States and who do not 
have the time or the resources to return 
to their native lands during the 
Christmas holidays. Christmas Inter­ 
national House is a nationwide program 
whereby communities are enlisted to 
play host to these students during the 
vacation time. Lompoc is fortunate to be 
one of the host cities. 
Iran has the most representatives with 
IO, followed by Saudi Arabia with seven. 
Japan is next with four, and there are 
two each from Taiwan, Mexico, Cyprus, 
and India. There is one student from 
each of the following countries: Argen­ 
tina. China, Pakistan, Angola, Nigeria, 
Hong Kong, Venezuela, Tunisia and 
Morocco. 
I enjoyed talking to several of the stu­ 
dents, but one in particular stands out. 
He was from Japan, and as we were sit­ 
ting in the patio area eating, I asked him 
whether he ever had anything made with 
okra in Japan. 


“What is this okra?” he asked 
I told him it was a pesky vegetable that 
some Americans like to eat and let it go 
at that, lest he decide to take some okra 
seeds back to Japan with him and create 
an international incident that would fall 
directly on my shoulders. 


Tonight’s menu for the international 
students will be completely different. It 
is all-American fare that will be served 
during the Optimist Club’s progressive 
dinner which will take the visitors to a 
variety of locations for the different 
meal courses. 


They will start out at Lompoc High 
School where the cast of “Godspell” will 
present a preview of the musical, in­ 
cluding a number that involves the 
audience in a feast — which in this case 
will be limited to appetizers. 


From there they will go to Lompoc 
Public Library where they will have a 
gelatin fruit salad and see an exhibit of 
art in the multi-purpose room dealing 
with Americana No meal is involved in 
the next stop, which is a tour of the water 
treatment plant next door to the library. 
They’ll be treated to a drink of water 
there if they wish. 


Next will be a tour of the Lompoc 
Record office where the main course — 
southern fried chicken — will be served.

Significant 


events! 
A list of the big events of the year, or 
at least the significant events, will 
reflect the experiences of the compiler. 
That’s true of any list this repeater could 
compile right off the top of his head. I 
tend to e m p h a s i z e the word, 
“significant” because many of the items 
I can think of as being 
significant may not 
have lumped large in 
the public view at all. 
And some of the items 
would be of a very per­ 
sonal nature. 
Let’s start with the 
latter. International 
chess m aster John 
Grefe visited Lompoc 
Valley w h s r e he 
played simultaneous 
exhibitions against all 
c o m e rs , 
one 
of 
the events at Cabrillo 
High School. It was 
the first time a master 
of Grefe's caliber had 
ever come close to 
Lompoc Valley. 
And the Robert R. Young Iris Society 
continued to thrive. Gordon deMarrais 
filled out his term as president after suc­ 
ceeding this reporter, and in turn he was 
succeeded by Rosalie McVicar. The 
society developed a memorial planting 
of iris at the Lompoc Convalescent and 
Residential Care Center on Third Street, 
and a few society members resumed 
their planting of iris on Lompoc- 
Casmalia Road north of the Wye for ero­ 
sion control. 
And in a still personal nature, the 
Record’s seventh annual scholastic 
Christmas chess tournament came off 
smoothly at Fillmore and El Camino 
schools. Thanks to Don Ribble, director 
of the elementary competition; Phil 
Hirschler, director of the junior high 
competition; and Norm Larson, director 
of the high school competition, the tour­ 
nament was the finest thus far. There 
were fewer problems and more fun than 
ever. 
And there are some items in a more 
public way. 
The Record disclosed exclusively that 
some school administrators had built up 
large backlogs of used vacation time. 
Retiring Supt. Glenn Wegner, for exam­ 
ple finished up his career here with a 
vacation check for about $20,000. There 
was nothing illegal about it, but one of 
the school trustees who helped write 
Wegner’s contract said it violated the 
spirit in which the school board wrote 
the contract. 
The schools loomed large in this 
reporter’s little world during the year. 
A soccer program was begun at Lom­ 
poc and Cabrillo High Schools over the 
objections of major sports coaches. 
Ironically there was no major announce­ 
ment at the time that the action was 
taken. One trustee told this reporter that 
the administration wanted to maintain a 
low profile on the subject. 
It was also big news when two trustees 
whose terms of office were due to expire 
next year announced they would not seek 
reelection. Following that news, eight 
persons took out nominating papers in­ 
dicating they might enter the race. Two 
of the potential candidates were former­ 
ly connected with a coalition of parents 
who were unsuccessful in getting enough 
signatures to qualify for a recall elec­ 
tion. The action reflected a protest 
against the school board’s decision to 
close La Mesa and Miguelito schools 
based on the school board's concern for 
declining enrollment. 
In other respects it was a big year for 
the school district. Steps were taken to 
develop a school lunch program as 
required by law; a fullscale districtwide 
needs assessment was begun , and the 
board approved the use of some of the 
“one-time” monies for construction and 
equipping of a new automotive stop at 
Lompoc High School. 
Elsewhere there were some heavy 
items Bob Hedlund was elected to suc­ 
ceed Francis H. Beattie who did not 
choose to seek reelection to the board of 
supervisors. It was also big news when 
Hedlund named Doree Webb of Ballard 
his administrative aide. 
The Lompoc Police Department 
created the rank of captain for the first 
time. 
County officiate in Lompoc, and par­ 
ticularly those connected with Lompoc 
Municipal Court were dismayed when 
the federal government turned down a 
bid for funds to build a new courtroom. 
And still in another vein, Vandenberg 
Village Branch Library opened its doors ; 
officiate of Lompoc Utility Services Co., 
took initial steps aimed at joining the 
Regional Sewer Plant program, a step 
that could ultimately cost the company a 
third of a million dollars. 


Also this year, the Regional Water 
Quality Control Board rapped the Mis­ 
sion Hills utility for polluting the Santa 
Ynez River in September.
